ORDINANCE NO.: 2019-1111-01

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER 66 OF THE CODE OF ORDINANCES OF THE
CITY OF RINGGOLD, GEORGIA, BY AMENDING ARTICLE IIl CAPTIONED
“REGULATIONS” TO PROVIDE FOR THE ADDITION OF A NEW SECTION 66-40
CAPTIONED “ONE WAY - PORTION OF MAPLE STREET”; TO PROVIDE FOR
SEVERABILITY; TO REPEAL CONFLICTING ORDINANCES; TO PROVIDE
ADOPTION AND EFFECTIVE DATE; AND FOR OTHER PURPOSES ALLOWED BY
LAW.

WHEREAS, the duly elected governing authority of the City of Ringgold, Georgia is
authorized under Article 1X, Section 11, Paragraph Il of the Constitution of the State of Georgia
to adopt reasonable ordinances to protect and improve the public health, safety, welfare, and
aesthetics of the citizens of the City of Ringgold, Georgia; and

WHEREAS, the duly elected governing authority of the City of Ringgold, Georgia is the
Mayor and Council thereof.

NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS HEREBY ORDAINED BY THE GOVERNING

AUTHORITY OF THE CITY OF RINGGOLD, GEORGIA AS FOLLOWS:
Section 1.

That Chapter 66 of the Code of Ordinances, City of Ringgold, Georgia captioned “Traffic
and Vehicles” is hereby amended by amending Article III captioned “Regulations” to provide for
the addition of a new Section 66-40 captioned “One way — Portion of Maple Street” which shall
read as follows:

Sec. 66-40.  One way — Portion of Maple Street.

That portion of Maple Street beginning at its northern intersection with Nashville Street
and concluding at its southern intersection with Lafayette Street shall be one way in a southerly
direction.

Section 2.

All ordinances and parts of ordinances in conflict with this ordinance are repealed.



Section 3.

It is hereby declared to be the intention of the Mayor and Council of the City of Ringgold
that the section, paragraphs, sentences, clauses and phrases of this Ordinance are severable and if
any phrase, clause, sentence, paragraph or section of this Ordinance shall be declared
unconstitutional or otherwise invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction such unconstitutionality
or invalidity shall not affect any of the remaining phrases, clauses, sentences, paragraphs or
sections of this Ordinance.

Section 4.
The adoption date of this Ordinance shall be November 11, 2019. The effective date of

this Ordinance shall be the date of erection of proper traffic control regulatory devises on Church
Street.
